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DETAILED ACTION 

*** This office action is in response to Applicant's Amendment and RCE filed on October 
04, 2004. Claims 2-6,8-10 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

*** The proposed drawings filed September 01, 2004 are approved by the Examiner. 
Accordingly, new corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application for replacement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-6,8-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amendment submitted 9/01/2004 and convincing remarks of record have 

overcome the rejections of record. The references including Granneman (WO 98/01890), 
Miyasaka (6,017,779), Xhao et al (6,189,482), etc., of record, alone or in combination, do not 
anticipatively disclose each and every aspect of the claimed system, or fairly make a prima facie 
obvious case of the claimed system, in combination with other claimed limitations, 

as recited in base claim 2, the inclusion of having a second plate disposed adjacent to the 
first plate, the first plate and the second plate provided between the heating elements and 
defining a processing area therebetween, wherein the first plate defines a first internal cavity 
configured to receive a first gas through a first passage into the first internal cavity at a first 
temperature and to emit the first gas from the first internal cavity at a second temperature 
through a second passage, wherein the second plate defines a second internal cavity configured 
to receive a second gas through a first passage into the second internal cavity at a first 
temperature and to emit the second gas from the second internal cavity at a second temperature 
through a second passage, the first emitted gas and the second emitted gas varying the 
temperature of the processing area; and 

as recited in base claim 8, the inclusion of having a first heatable plate and a second 
heatable plate position between the heating elements with the chamber, and defining a processing 
area therebetween, wherein each of the heatable plates includes an internal cavity defining an 
internal wall and configured to receive a gas; means for heating the internal wall to a preselected 
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temperature; and an outlet portion defining a plurality of holes for emitting the gas to the 
processing gas; the gas varying the temperature of the processing area.
